This constitutes his American patriotism and his statesman­ 
ship and justifies all the honors being conferred upon him. 
The death of Dr. King by a sniper’s bullet released the 
pentup frustrations of the Negro population in their cramped 


ghetto quarters across the nation and in doing so probably: 
changed the course of history within America unalterably. The 
Negro now has served notice that he will not be denied his 
rightful heritage. 
NEVER. WROTE ONE newspaper, has civil strife been 
witnessed on so vast a scale since the Civil War. 
White 
America appears frustrated in not knowing how to cope with 
this racial problem. 
But the road to follow is outlined in the great ideas about 
the rights of man from a half score of sources underlying our 
democratic institutions; it is spelled out in our constitution and 
re-echoed in the decisions of our courts. But somehow to white 
America which wants the laws of the land upheld this is frighten­ 
ing. 
Yet, setting up a democracy in South Viet Nam, 10,000 miles 
away and preventing the spread of Communism in southeast 
Asia with the aid of thousands of drafted Negro fighting men is 
considered necessary to protect the United States. 
However, some Americans of considerable stature and a 
growing following are beginning to wonder whether a few of the 
billions being spent in Viet Nam to make democracy safe there 
might just as well be spent in the large cities of this land to 
give democracy a fighting chance here at home. They believe 
that before America can save the world it must first save itself. 


WE, THE MOST powerful nation on earth, are trying to get 
our enemy, a small, weak and insignificant country, to sit down 
with us and talk peace in terms of democratic justice and on the 
level of live and let live; while at home we are curbing what 
amounts to insurrection with armed troops, some of them Viet 
Nam veterans. What we say we are fighting for in Viet Nam we 
have denied a large segment of our population here at home. 
It follows, we must conclude, that a vast confusion of purpose 
and understanding exists on our national scene and this confusion 
among the leaders who are guiding the destinies of this nation. 
There has been a breakdown in communication and a growing 
disunity. 


The Negro riots serve to emphasize the extremity of this 
dilemma which in itself has developed a kind of national psycho- 
i pathology. Yet this American tragedy despite its violence and 
I incredible dimensions may carry within it something in the 
‘ nature of a catharsis to cleanse and bring a new health to the 
I national passions. For at the base of American character is a 
: deep compassion and an innate sense of justice.

The loyalty of the black race in America to the ideals of the 
national heritage is not in question. 
It may well be that the 
great defenders, the saviours of this society in the face of future 
challenges, will be black Americans whose forebears were 
American slaves.

Cochrum, Wall and Wisen al­ 
so said the board was playing 
politics by not talking about an 
inevitable education tax rate 
referendum before the election. 


THE INCUMBENTS voted to 
set up public meeting nights to 
discuss the report of the Arthur 
D. Little Co. with those in the 
community interested in attend­ 
ing. They participated in a dis­ 
cussion of the alternatives and 


voted unanimously to seek two 
school sites instead of one or 
none. 
It is a matter of record that 
a tax rate referendum has been 
discussed at several meetings 
of the board of education within 
the past year. The most recent 
informal referendum discussion 
was at the last meeting of the 
board, March 27. 


FINANCES 
The Concerned Citizens slate 
of Cochrum, Wall and Wisen 
have said the board of educa 
tion has not done an adequate 
job of informing the public on 
the financial condition of the 
district. That is, the board has 
not told the people that things 
are as serious as they are. 
All three admitted that their 
knowledge of school financing 
was somewhat limited at pres­ 
ent but that, if elected, they 
would study the school code 
diligently. 
The Concerned Citizens plat­ 
form states that, “All taxpayers 
will have the opportunity of 
maximum participation in th e 
important area of, both current 
and long-range financial obliga­ 
tions.” 
FOOTE, MOESE and Ander­ 
son maintain they are well 
aware of the district’s financial 
condition and that some refer­ 
ence to that condition is made 
at nearly every board meeting. 
Foote, a banker, cited one of 
his goals for the board to be 
“striving for a better financial 
position for the district. This is 
only possible through sufficient 
assessment and taxation.” 


SCHOOL BOARD’S ROLE 
All six candidates seem to be 
in agreement in the area of the 
role of the school board in the 
public schools. All feel that the 
board should be a general pol­ 
icy-making body that defines a 
framework in which the admin­ 
istration and staff must operate. 


Cochrum, 
Wall and Wisen 
were careful to point out that 
the school board is the elected 
voice of the people and must 
represent the people. 


The also said that in certain 
instances, varying with e a c h 
s i t u a t i o n , the school board 
should define its policy limits 
more specifically, such as the 
reading list controversy. 


DIFFERENTIAL PAY 
All candidates wholeheartedly 
supported the differential pay 
for differential responsibilit i e s 
plan that will go into effect at 
Lake Park in the fall.

The Concerned Citizen’s plat­

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“Well, that is absolutely ridiculous,” snapped Vil­ 
lage Pres. John Woods, when told of plans to protect 
Three Lakes Golf Course and Subdivision from wind­ 
blown trash with rows of apartment buildings. 
The Herald learned Thursday from Three Lakes 
Developer Gust Stavros that he will ask the Plan 
Commission to grant him an 
additional 73 acres of apart­ 
ments to protect the rest of 
his Northside development from 
debris blown from the Arlington 
Heights sanitary landfill, just 
south of the Stavros property. 


“My field looks like a dump,” 
said Stavros. “We have more 
paper blowing over there than 
they have at the dump.” 
He and his attorney, William 
Moore, said the operation of 
the

had

changed the nature of the prop­ 
erty. 
WE WILL ASK for a sub­ 
stantial rezoning because the

The news of the shooting came 
dully, with deep disbelief. He had 
been vibrantly alive, addressing 
a Memphis meeting, and the short, 
garbled nonsensical bulletin fol­ 
lowed his image on the screen. 
The final news, an hour later, 
was much clearer. It came from 
television’s Walter Cronkite, in an 
almost-empty college lounge. 
A young Negro girl and a 
bearded student stood in front of 
the stubborn set, trying to find 
the news. They twisted the dial, 
and Cronkite, who was horribly 
composed, said Dr. King was dead 
and 
President 
Johnson 
would 
speak shortly. 
The Negro girl had tears in 
her eyes, and she didn’t say any­ 
thing as she stared at the set. 
The bearded boy was silent, too, 
and dabbed at his eyes. 
There could be no words after 
the murder of a Nobel Peace Prize 
winner. There can never be words 
for that. 
But learning to live with the 
sudden death of heroes is part 
of the American way. All that 
can be said now’ is that it points 
up the contradictions 
between 
Dr. King's life and America. 
His ethic was love. At the end 
he was hated by much of white 
America. 
His movement was a search 
for equal constitutional rights for 
all Americans. 
He broke unjust 
laws and served time in prison 
to give moral substance to the 
movement. 
His most famous phrase was 
“the appalling silence of the good 
people,” and he pleaded with white 
America to respond. America re­ 
sponded to the deaths of Medgar 
Evers and Andrew Goodman, but

The longest weekend of what threat­ 
ens to be a long and fitful summer 
for this nation began with the sudden 
interruption of radio and 
television 
broadcasts last Thursday with the news 
that Dr. Martin Luther King had been 
shot. 
A few moments later, when it was 
announced that King lay dead in a 
Memphis hospital, re­ 
action among suburb­ 
anites varied. 
Most of the people 
I saw were stunned 
and worried. Shocked 
that, 
as 
one 
news­ 
paperman 
said, 
“In 
this country we shoot 
our Nobel Prize win­ 
ners.” 
Worried 
be­ 
cause they knew that in the Negro 
community there would be those who 
wTould call for revenge. 
And because 
there would be those who, owing no 
loyalty to King’s ideas nor indeed to 
anything, would use the assassination 
as an excuse to pillage. 
Some of those I saw were genuinely 
grieved. Their respect was mixed with 
a love for the man that went beyond 
the view that “at least he was non­ 
violent.” 
These people saw him as 
a man of unbounded warmth, principle 
and humanity. 


THERE MERE A few others—very 
few—who were openly jubilant. 
“He 
shoulda got it long ago,” said one. 
Others tossed a cautious wisecrack to 
the wind and let it drop when it failed 
to catch an encouraging wind. 


By Friday, more people had come 
to appreciate the impact of the King 
death. They saw the grieving family. 
They heard the, spontaneous cry of 
people when they learned of the death. 
They had time to reflect upon the 
danger that lay in the next few hours 
for the whole country when they saw 
their President, ashen faced, appear 
on TV to announce he would postpone 
his dreamed-of peace mission. 


FRIDAY 
AFTERNOON 
when 
the 
first rumors of trouble in the city began 
to trickle down the phone lines, the 
prospect of a national Negro rebellion 
seemed close to reality. And suburban­ 
ites began to react in the only way 
white people can react when your life 
is threatened because of your skin color. 
They worried about relatives and friends 
in the city. 
And those still at work 
in the city walked in groups of two 
or three to the train station and waited 
for the next train with room to take 
them to safety. 
A few had to go the other direction. 
There were those who had been called 
to active duty by the Illinois National 
Guard; there were newspapermen and 
deliverymen and others who had to 
go into a town now “up for grabs.” 
By Friday responsible Negroes had 
begun to react, too. Their message, 
to a smoldering black community, was 
“Cool it.” 


JOHNNY CARSON devoted his late 
night show to a King tribute, and he 
had prominent Negro entertainers ap­ 
pear to give their views. Sammy Davis 
Jr. appeared, close to tears, and told 
of his personal friendship for King. 
He asked Negroes not to abandon King 
by turning their frustration to violence. 
The 
Supremes 
sang, 
“There’s A 
Place for Me.” 
And I couldn’t help 
praying, too, that “someday” very soon 
all Americans will have a happy place 
together and that “someday” very, very 
soon we’d “find a way of forgiving.” 
When they were through singing one 
of the Supremes said as a Negro it 
hurt her to think some people would 
use the death of this non-violent man 
as an excuse to burn and loot. 
Undoubtedly this kind of leadership 
helped limit disturbances. But in Chi­ 
cago the lid was already partly off. 
Fires begun in the afternoon spread, 
and neighborhoods that had remained 
peaceful were affected. 
AGAIN THE PRESIDENT appeared, 
looking more ill at ease, and declared 
a national day of mourning, and he 
announced he would address a joint 
session of Congress. 
And later an 
announcement that he was dispatching 
federal troops to join the guard in 
occupying the nation’s Second City. 
Who knows Washington, even from 
the history books, could fail to be 
sickened by the sight 
over the Capitol 
few blocks north 
Washington is a city designed to 
keep 
insurrections 
in 
check. 
The 
M Si? 
Frenchman who designed it put huge 
traffic circles along the broad boule- 
tdiating out from the govern- 
vards radiating 
ment center. These circles were to act 
as points of domination to keep insurrec­ 
tionists from ever controlling the city. 
Today’s rebellions take a shape far 
different from anything the Frenchman 
dreamed of. They’re aimed at destroy­ 
ing, not controlling. 
NO ONE BOTHERED to mount can­ 
non at the traffic circles. 
In Washington as elsewhere there 
were the not-so-responsible Negro lead­ 
ers 
preaching 
revenge. 
Lippy 
Rap 
Brown 
thought 
it 
appropriate, 
and 
others of the “burn down the country” 
ilk added their sentiments. 
Luckily, most Negroes ignored them. 
In Chicago and in cities across the 
land the Negro honored Martin Luther 
King with a display of restraint and 
dignity. 
Negroes, in fact, were the chief vic­ 
tims of the roaming mobs of young 
people and criminal elements chiefly 
at fault in the riots. Many lost their 
homes. Many found it difficult to get 
food. 
While a few looted and took what 
did not belong to them from “whitey,” 
many more suffered shortages, incon­ 
veniences and grave danger. 
And in the suburbs a response grew. 
Spontaneously, starting Friday morning, 
flags had been lowered to half staff 
at churches, schools, village buildings, 
in respect for King and in grief for 
what is happening to America. 


BY SUNDAY THE impact of the 
riots on people was being realized and 
suburbanites again were spontaneously 
demonstrating 
common 
sense 
and 
humanity. In church after church the 
events which had shaken the country 
entered into and dominated traditional 
Palm Sunday observances. 
People began collecting — money, 
food, clothes — and sending it to their 
brothers in the city. 
And over and 
over the question was raised, “Can 
I do anything?” 
The overwhelming response of the 
white community has been to shame 
those — like the northwestside Chicago­ 
ans who tried to raise their school 
flag to full staff — would deny the 
dignity of this great American. 


THE OVERWHELMING response of 
the Negro community has been equally 
shaming to those who — like Rap Brown 
—would defame King’s memory. 
If the overwhelming good will of 
the white and black communities could 
only find common meeting grounds out­ 
side the funeral procession this country 
might indeed someday find “a way 
of forgiving.” 


—learn the frug, the mashed potato, 
the twist, and include in their vocabu­ 
laries such words as cool, dig, wild. 
And now, after this complete satura­ 
tion of sometimes agonizing fraterniza­ 
tion with the swingers, these same 
parents find themselves being pictured 
as underdogs in the game of communi­ 
cation with their offspring. 
Kids write columns about their par­ 
ents who “don’t understand us.” 
ADULT COLUMNISTS write about 
misunderstood youth—the tense genera­ 
tion which feels strongly about world 
affairs, politics and sex. Many of these 
columnists advocate lowering the voting 
age, the drinking age, the driving age. 
The indication is that we tried to 
be one of them and flopped, now let’s 
give them a chance to be one of us. 
Honestly, it keeps parents busy just 
reading their parts in the family play. 
Can these parents really hope to 
understand why boys want to wear 
beads, long hair, tight pants and no 
socks, or why girls want to wear micro- 
mini skirts, go barefoot in shopping 
centers and iron their hair? 
They can, in retrospect of why the 
youth of their generation ate goldfish, 
wore zoot suits and sloppy Joe sweaters 
danced the jitterbug and enjoyed such 
classics as “Hutsut Ralston On the Ril- 
larah;” or in recall of the generation 
before that when youth wiggled through 
the Charleston, boys wore fur coats, 
girls bobbed their hair and began smok­ 
ing in public, and many participated 
in marathons. 
ON THE OTHER hand, can youth 
really understand the kind of wisdom 
and 
maturity that can 
only come 
through experience? 
When we were kids, there were 
things parents could do that their chil­ 
dren could not. 
There were things 
some kids could do, but we could not. 
If we mustered up the guts to ask 
“why?” we were usually told, “Because 
I said so, that’s why!” 
Not exactly 
grounds for a heart-to-heart talk, but 
rather it constituted an intended “gener­ 
ation gap” that no one had trouble 
understanding. 
If kids brought every frustration, 
question—bared 
their 
souls—to 
their 
parents, what in the world would they 
talk about in gym class, at slumber 
parties, in the locker rooms, and with 
their friends who have shared like 
experiences. 
Maybe some writers who exploit the 
“generation gap” as bad news, think 
of understanding and communication 
only in terms of the spoken word; 
when, in fact, they may be found to 
an even greater degree in such impon­ 
derable, but effective, qualities as fam­ 
ily loyalty, stability and dependability, 
which bridge the gap. 
IT WAS KAHLIL Gibran who said, 
“Let there be spaces in your together­ 
ness.” 
He then helps to ease these “spaces” 
with his very famous advice to parents 
in “The Prophet:” 
“You may give them your love but 
not your thoughts, 
“For they have their own thoughts. 
“You may house 
their bodies but 
not their souls, 
“For their souls dwell in the house 
of tomorrow, which you cannot visit, 
not even in your dreams. 
“You may strive to be like them 
but seek not to make them like you. 
“For life goes not backward nor 
tarries with yesterday. 
“You are the bows from which your 
children as living arrows are sent 
forth.”

Those two are normal rush 
hour periods, but Arlington 
Heights Road goes one step 
farther. Harper Junior Col­ 
lege sees to that. This third, 
and last, rush hour extends 
from about 9 p.m. to IO p.m. 
It is caused by the students 
returning home from school. 
Getting out of the driveway 
is quite a trick during the 
three rush hour periods, but 
getting into the driveway is 
dangerous 24 hours a day. You 
can turn on your indicator, 
apply the brake, take a deep 
breath, and pray that the fel­ 
low behind you is paying at­ 
tention. Already, we have had 
two accidents while turning 
into our driveway. 
Getting in and out of the 
driveway is the biggest prob­ 
lem, but trying to cross Ar­ 
lington Heights Road poses 
quite a problem. The forest 
preserves are nice, but are 
they worth risking your life to 
get to? 
THE PROBLEM, in a nut­ 
shell, is that Arlington Heights 
Road is too busy. It is the 
most important road in Elk 
Grove Village. It links both 
ends of the village. Since it is 
such an important road, it will 
continue to be busy. It will 
probably get busier. 
As a solution, I suggest the 
widening of Arlington Heights 
Road between Route 72 and 
Devon Road. The present two- 
lane Arlington Heights Road 
is in need of repair anyway. 
Why not add a pair of lanes 
to make it a four-lane high­ 
way instead of the obstacle 
course it is now? It would 
solve 
everybody’s 
problem. 
The few people who live on 
Arlington Heights Road would 
be able to get in and out of 
their driveways. It would al­ 
so make a more pleasant trip 
for the many who travel it 
daily. 
I am sure I speak for many 
residents 
of 
the 
northwest 
suburbs, wrho agree that in its 
present state, A*r I i n g t o n 
Heights Road is very danger­ 
ous. I hope that you consider 
my suggestion, and thank you

The Unitarian Church differs 
from the majority of religions 
in that it holds its members to 
no set creed. 
It is not surprising, then, that 
the church’s youth group, Lib­ 
eral Religious Youth (LRY), is 
an organization offering unique 
experiences to its participating 
members. 
A set dogma is an aspect 
conspicuously absent from the 
LRY philosophy, because it 
feels that no one organization 
can have a monopoly on the 
truth. 
However,

have established beliefs: That 
freedom of the mind and spirit 
is a principle which leads to 
self-evaluation and exploration 
in modern spiritual living, and 
that human equality and broth­ 
erhood are essential in the 
modem world. 
THE 
COUNTRYSIDE Fel­ 
lowship LRYers in Palatine 
have participated in numerous 
activities in which these be­ 
liefs might be demonstrated 
and realized in their lives. 
For example, in a compara­ 
tive religious study two years 
ago, the youth group members 
studied various religions and 
visited many churches in the 
a r e a : 
Buddhist, 
Christian 
Scientist, 
Catholic, 
Jewish, 
Methodist and Eastern Ortho­ 
dox. 


The group concluded that ev­ 
ery religion has a beauty and 
a wisdom and a mystery of its 
own, and that for every doc­ 
trine that differed between two 
religions.many similarities can 
be drawn. 
In presenting a youth wor­ 
ship service to the church last 
year, the LRY chose “Finding 
Myself” as a theme for the 
presentation, and each individ­ 
ual 
expressed 
his 
identity 
through 
dance, m u s i c or 
speech. 


THE IMPORTANCE of the 
individual is revered above a 
majority of group opinion in 
most LRY meetings, and the 
topics may range from civil 
rights, drugs and sex to litera­ 
ture and free expression. 
The group thus attempts to 
explore and broaden the base 
of daily ethical and spiritual 
living, carrying the meaning of 
their religion into their daily 
lives. 
Spring and Easter signify for

By recognizing 
the worth of each individual, 
the LRY group is an outlet of 
freedom in expression and a 
bright hope for the future 
w’orld.

Religion suffers its most se­ 
vere test when a child grows 
up and becomes a teenager, 
with a mind full of questions, 
doubts, suspicions, and desires. 


It is sad that religion and 
God often fail to measure up 
to the needs of the teen popu­ 
lation, who then turn to other 
sources for comfort and secur­ 
ity. 
It's not that religion is lack­ 
ing as a means to achieve the 
good life, and certainly God is 


not at fault—the thing that is 
wrong today is the approach to 
teaching teens religion and tell­ 
ing them about God. 
A b a s i c difficulty has de­ 
veloped because of the rapidly 
increasing technology of our 
age—the thought process has 
been quickened, changes are

approaches to religion are not 
changing fast enough to suit 
the teen population. 
IT IS UNFORTUNATE that 
not many churches have wide­ 
spread, effective methods of

(grade school), God is shown 
as the loving, wise old man in 
the sky with the white beard 
and the benevolent look, who 
loved Moses in the reeds, David 
when he beat Goliath, and on 
down through the Old Testa­ 
ment. 
Jesus Christ is shown dress­ 
ed in clean white robes, with 
clean hair and soft eyes, and 
dozens of little children follow­ 
ing him around. Mary is physi­ 


cally beautiful, pure,

and J o s e p h is handsome, 
strong and the perfect father. 
The emphasis on the physical 
beauty of these holy 
people 
may aid the children growing 
into religion, but it hurts when

And the trouble is that, 
in many cases, the techniques 
for approaching religion do not 
c ringe a great deal. 
Many churches have various 
adults teaching religion—par­ 
ents who have taken a two- 
week cram course on the Bible, 
or who have read a text, or 
who simply have volunteered 
because nobody else would do 
it. 
These people are well-inten­ 
tioned and hard-working, but 
they are not skilled enough to 
be entrusted with religious in­ 
struction. 
OFTEN THEY REVERT to 
their own personal ideas as a 
parent, which simply do not 
communicate to the teens. It 
could be said that lack of skill­ 
ed instructors—w i t h modern 
viewpoints—is a basic failure 
of religion today. 
Another tough thing for a 
teen to handle, if he is search­ 
ing for truth, is the variance 
within one religion, and t h e 
diversity of the world’s thou­ 
sands of religions. 
To explore them all is im­ 
possible, to understand even 
one is difficult. Therefore, the

Doctrine (CCD) is a special 
program of the church design­ 
ed to give religious instruction 
to Catholic students who at­ 
tend public schools. 
Attempting to make h i g h 
school juniors aware of Chris­ 
tianity in the world, Maryknoll 
Seminary seniors Mike Dunbar 
and 
John 
O’Connor, 
team 
teachers for a Winfield, 111., 
parish, have tried to break 
away 
from 
the 
traditional 
question-answer classroom ses­ 
sions where a supposedly all­ 
knowing teacher prevails. 
“WE LIKE to think of our­ 
selves 
as 
Huntley-Birnkley,” 
said Mike, “But we usually 
end up as the Smothers Broth­ 
ers. 
“Our 
course 
is 
generally 
‘How man comes to under­ 
stand God,’ he continued. But 
in trying to get away from a 
classroom 
atmosphere, 
what 
we teach depends on what the 
class wants. If religion is to 
mean anything, it has to be 
their own ideas, so we try to 
make the kids think for them­ 


selves about today’s problems 
of racial inequality, sex, drugs, 
the Viet Nam war and so on. 
“At times we’ll sit for IO or 
15 minutes in silence waiting 
for 
an 
answer. 
This 
way, 
they’re forced to dig in and 
think 
about 
what' religion 
means to them.” 
Their class of 25 is not a 
complete free-for-all, however. 
Following a general outline in 
the textbook “Estranged God,” 
which deals with coming to 
know God, each session is giv­ 
en some structural background 
and allows the class to move in 
an orderly progression. 


“IT ALSO gives me a chance 
to see where we’re going,” said 
Mike. “I might be able to con­ 
duct class without any text for 
a while, but near the end of 
March and into April and May 
we’d be lost for something to 
talk about.” 
Mike sees a possibility for 
more growth in CCD’s present 
program, but just on the high 
school level. He feels that the 
old way—usage of the ques­ 
tion-answer “Baltimore Cate­ 
chism”—should continue in the 
grade schools because of the 
basis it provides to work from. 


Mike cited St. Michael’s par­ 
ish in Wheaton as an excellent 
example of the progress made 
in the CCD program. At pres­ 
ent, 
St. 
Michael’s 
conducts 
several 
all-day 
sessions 
in 
which there is a presentation, 
movie, a meal and finally, 
mass. He expressed hope that 
this sort of program will begin 
in Winfield next year. 
Acceptance of the new laws 
and changes of the “modern 
church” has been difficult for 
some Catholics, but not for 
Mike. 


“I SEE THEM as an attempt 
to place responsibility on the 
individual,” he remarked. “For 
example, with the laws con­ 
cerning fast and abstinence on 
Fridays and holy days, it is 
now recommended that you 
fast and abstain from eating 
meat, but it’s no longer a law 
so it means a lot more if you 
do.” 
“On the other hand, they can 
go too far, too. If the liturgy's 
general attitude is to just have 
new laws and changes just for 
the sake of 
change, 
then 
they’re all wrong. The changes 
should be geared to fit in with 
modern man,” he said.

THE DARING spirit of the 
Roarin’ Twenties a f f e c t e d 
nurses as well as other wom­ 
en, and skirts moved up above 
the ankle. The peaked cap 
made 
its 
appearance, 
but 
many uniforms still had long 
sleeves and were urorn with a 
white apron. Black shoes and 
stockings were the order of the 
day, and in some hospitals and 
schools of nursing, these did 
not disappear until the mid- 
1940’s. 


Beginning with the 1930‘s, the 
typical nurse’s uniform began 
looking more like wThat is worn 
by the nurse of 1968. Sleeves 
shortened, and the black hose 
and shoes were exchanged for 
white. 


THOSE WHO recall World 
War II will remember the 
flowing black capes with red 
linings w-orn by nurses of that 
period. This also was the era 
of the Cadet Nurse Corps with 
its trim pale gray skirt and 
jacket with red epaulets for 
summer wear and similar out­ 
fit in dark gray for winter. 
Samples of all 
three were 
brought out of mothballs to be 
modeled in the fashion show. 


Today’s registered nurse is 
stylishly garbed in white from 
head to toe. She still wears the 
familiar cap, but the apron is 
gone. If she is a specialist — 
in military service, a surgical 
or obstetrical nurse, a public 
health nurse—she will be rec­ 
ognized by a special uniform. 
There’s even a culotte style 
for nurses in the emergency 
room where quick unobstructed 
movement may be necessary.

LAMB CAKE 


1 cup butter or margarine 
2 cups sugar 
4 whole eggs 
I cup milk 
I teaspoon vanilla 
3 cups all-purpose flour 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
Cream butter and sugar together. 
Add eggs one at a 
time and beat. 
Combine vanilla and milk. Combine baking powder and 
flour. Add flour and milk alternately to the batter. 
Pour half of the batter into a greased and floured lamb 
mold. Let the other half of the batter sit until one cake is 
done. If only one lamb is needed, you can make cup cakes 
or a one-layer cake with the remainder. (The whole recipe 
makes a two-layer cake.) 
Bake at 350 degrees for 45 to 50 minutes or until done. 
Remove from pan immediately or lamb will stick to pan. 
Let cake cool. 
Wash, grease and flour lamb mold, pour in remaining 
batter and bake second cake. 
When cakes are cool, trim them with the Decorator 
Frosting. 


DECORATOR FROSTING 


I cup Crisco 
I package confectioners* sugar 
V4 cup water 
I teaspoon vanilla or other flavoring 
Beat ingredients together with an electric mixer for 4 to 
5 minutes. Makes enough for two lamb cakes. Decorate in 
the following manner: 
Place lamb on cardboard cut about two inches larger 
than the lamb and cover with foil. 
Spread frosting on the 
center of cardboard (or plate, if desired) to glue on lamb and 
make it stick. 
Mix a little black paste food coloring with the frosting 
and, using a star tube, make a star for each eye and a 
triangle of three black stars for the nose. 
Raisins may be 
used for the eyes, if desired, and pink frosting may be used 
for the nose. Star-tube the inside of the ears pink. 
Star-tube the whole cake with white frosting, starting 
around the eyes, doing the whole front of the face first, then 
the back of the head and the body. 
Using the leaf tube, 
make a 
green frosting ribbon 
around lamb's neck. Using a star tube and purple frosting, 
make little flowers on the ribbon. 
The foil-covered cardboard can be left plain or may be 
spread with green frosting or star-tubed with green frosting. 
The cakes will keep well in the refrigerator for several 
days and will freeze beautifully. 


RITZ PIE SLICES 


6 cups water 
3 cups granulated sugar 
6 heaping teaspoons cream of tartar 
72 whole Ritz crackers 
Combine the water, sugar and cream of tartar and boil 
for two minutes. Add the Ritz crackers and boil for three 
minutes. Do not stir. Let cool. 
In the meantime, make the following crust: 
4^2 cups all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 


1*2 teaspoons salt 
\V z cups Crisco or Spry 
2 eggs 
V2 cup milk 
Combine flour, baking powder and salt. 
With a pastry 
blender, cut in the shortening. Beat the eggs with the milk 
and add to flour mixture. Stir with a fork until it forms a 
big ball. 
Divide dough into two parts. Roll out one part and place 
in a jelly role pan, putting it up the sides with a little 
overlap. 
Pour in the filling. Dot generously with butter. Sprinkle 
well with cinnamon. 
Roll out remaining dough and place over the filling. 
Seal edges of top and bottom crust together, fluting them. 
Bake at 400 degrees for 30 to 40 minutes.

A festive lamb cake does double duty as a delicious dessert 
and attractive centerpiece for Easter dinner tables. 
It’s a delight to youngsters, too, and Mrs. Ralph L. Sesko of 
Rolling Meadows has nine children who eagerly look forward to 
her decorated lambs at Easter time. 
“The cake recipe is one of the best I've found for lamb 
molds,” Blythe Sesko explain- 
--------- 
ed. But it is her professional 
decorating 
technique 
t h a t 
makes her lamb cakes so ap­ 
pealing. 
Nine children haven’t deter­ 
red Blythe from such activities 
as cake decorating; to the con­ 
trary, they have been her in­ 
centive for this type of en­ 
deavor. 
“I'm not interested in out­ 
side activities unless they help 
me in the care of my fam ily,” 
Blythe explained. 
Thus the courses in cake 
decorating 
and 
sewing 
that 
she has taken at adult evening 
school have had a direct rela­ 
tionship to her family inter­ 
ests. 


WHEN 
ASKED 
how 
she 
found time to bake and deco­ 
rate fancy cakes, Blythe re­ 
plied that “one can always 
find time to do the things one 
likes.” 
“Besides, 
having 
a 
large 
family is really not that diffi­ 
cult,” she added. 
“The older 
children help, and with some 
organization all the essential 
tasks get done and there is 
time for the little extras.” 
Blythe bakes and decorates 
during bits of free time dining 
the day. And she always works 
in advance so that she isn't 
pressed with last minute fuss. 
“THE LAMB cakes can be 
baked several days ahead of 
time and will keep fresh be­ 
cause the frosting acts as in­ 
sulation,” she explained, “or 
they can be made weeks in 
advance and frozen.” 
“The cake itself has a nice 
moist texture and is more solid 
than a regular cake but not 
as heavy as a pound cake,” 
she remarked. 
The frosting is one which she 
learned to make in the cake 
decorating course. It consists 
of Crisco. confectioners’ sugar, 
water 
and 
vanilla 
or

flavoring which are beaten to­ 
gether. 
Very white and smooth, the 
frosting will stay cream y with­ 
out ever getting crusty. 
“It will keep in the refriger­ 
ator for wrecks,” Blythe said, 
“and is excellent for any type 
of decorating.”

Using the leaf tube, Blythe 
puts a green frosting ribbon 
around the lamb’s neck and 
decorates this with little purple 
flowers.

THIS GOOD cook uses this 
same frosting recipe to deco­ 
rate birthday, anniversary and 
Valentine cakes.

Teaching the Amateur

(This is the second of four 
articles based on the discus­ 
sion by a panel of four direc­ 
tors at a recent Des Plaines 
Theatre Guild meeting.) 


Ken MacCowan. 
advertising 
and sales promotion manager of 
Desoto. Inc., in Des Plaines 
and director of Twilight Ridge 
Theatre in Crystal Lake, was 
second to address the area-wide 
community theatre representa­ 
tion at Guild Playhouse. His 
topic was “ The Director as a 
Teacher.” 


Eyebrows

MacCowan planted himself be­ 
hind the speaker’s stand, stated 
his topic and then made the 
emphatic statement: “ Baloney. 
If a play is cast properly, the 
director won’t have to teach 
anything to anybody. There is 
no time to teach in a rehearsal 
schedule of five or six weeks.” 
They relaxed as he continued: 
“ That is what some directors 
say.” What he himself says is, 
“ Don’t teach—create an envi­ 
ronment for learning.” 
In professional theatre, the 
executive - director maintained, I 
actors must be accepted as be­ 
ing qualified; Equity type-cast­ 
ing and economics have made 
teaching impossible.

He then proceeds to the 
stage pictures, movement and 
stage business. 
He has devised some tech- J 
niques to help community ac- 
tors. One of these is the “ mir- j 
ror rehearsal,” much like the I

HE ALSO believes in the use 
of external devices to illustrate 
problems with voice, breathing 
and diction. One actor was help­ 
ed to proper breathing by stand­ 
ing him against a wall and 
placing a squeeze toy between 


I the wall and the actor’s dia­ 
phragm. 
“ An assistant director should 
be taught to be more than a 
script girl.” MacCowan stated, 
so that she (or he) “ can take 
repetitious stuff off in a corner 
and off the director’s shoul­ 
ders.”
